THE FIG TREE AND OTHER TREES 
THE SIGN OF LAST DAYS

Now learn a parable of the fig tree; 
When his branch is yet tender, and 
putteth forth leaves, ye know that the 
summer is nigh; So likewise ye, when 
ye shall see all these things, know 
that it is near, even at the doors. 
Verily I say unto you, This genera- 
tion shall not pass, till all these 
things be fulfilled. 

The disciples had asked Jesus to 
tell them about the sign of His com- 
ing and the end of the world. He ex- 
plained to them about many anti- 
christs coming on the scene also about 
wars and rumors of wars, yet He told 
them that this was no sign of His 
coming nor the end being near at 
hand, but rather said, the time is not 
yet. Luke said, “Then said he.” He 
here stresses the statement following 
which says, Nation shall rise against 
nation and kingdom against kingdom. 
Notice that He did not say after this 
statement that the end was not nigh, 
but following the statement in the 
same verse He said, There shall be 
famines and pestilences, and earth- 
quakes. 

The wars and rumors of wars stand 
in a class to themselves, and the na- 
tion against nation and kingdom 
against kingdom stands in a class of 
its own. Wars and rumors led up to 
the World War, after which came 
great famines for the war stricken 
countries, also there came the great 
pestilence known as the _ influenza 
scourge, then in connection with 
these came earthquakes in divers 
places. He then said these are the be- 
ginning of sorrows. Every one in this 
fair land of ours can easily see that 
sorrows have begun. Robbery, pillag- 
ing and murder is in every land, but 
they that shall endure to the end the 
same shall be saved. 

Following the beginning of the days 
of sorrow, the gospel of the kingdom 
shall be preached in all the world for 
a witness. Notice this is the gospel 
of the kingdom. It is the good news 
of the Millennium Reign. 

It is being preached everywhere to- 
day. 

The Cursed Fig Tree 

The first message of John the Bap 
tist was “repent for the kingdom of 
heaven is at nand.” Jesus and His dis- 
ciples preached it but instead of the 
Jews receiving the kingdom and the 
King they rejected Him. He wept over 
them and said that He would have 
gathered them as a hen gathers her 
brood but they would not. Because of 
this, their house was left unto them 
desolate. 

Jesus cursed the fig tree because He 
found on it no fruit. It is generally 
understood that this was to show to 
the Jewish nation what was to befall 
them because of their unfruitful con- 
dition. 

Our text is the-parable of the fig 
tree. He called the attention of the 
disciples to the fact that when they 
saw the fig tree putting forth leaves 
they knew that summer was near. 
Then likewise when we see the things 
referred to above taking place, Jesus 
said, know that it is near. “It” here 
has reference to His coming and the 
end of this age. Following this state- 
ment He said, This generation shall 
not pass, till all these things be ful- 
filled. Now from the fact that He re- 
ferred to “this generation” in connec- 
tion with the fig tree shows that the 
thought of the fig tree and the gen- 
eration link together. 

At first thought it might appear 
that the fig tree putting forth is noth- 
ing more than the wars and rumors 
of wars, pestilences, famines, earth- 
quakes etc., but Luke says, “the fig 
tree and all trees.” It is not just the 
fig tree sign alone shows that sum- 
mer is near but all trees show this 
Now from the fact that He made men- 
tion of other trees beside the fig 
tree shows that the fig tree is’ one 
sign while there are many other signs 
standing near by. I referred above to 
the blighted fig tree as being the Jew-

“Wherewithal shall a young Man 
cleanse his ways?” Psa. 119:9. 

As I think of the awful days that 
are on us, my heart goes out after the 
young people, especially the young 
men. The problems facing them are 
of such a nature that it is extremely 
difficult for them to find the right 
course to pursue. If he thinks of con- 
tinuing single, the temptations he will 
be subject to, fills him with fear. If 
he thinks of choosing a companion to 
share the responsibilities of life, he 
meets another proposition equally as 
perplexing. So-called modern society 
has moulded itself into such propor- 
tions that his confidence in the oppo- 
site sex is so impaired he shudders at 
the thought of taking the risk. Though 
there may be thousands of worthy 
young ladies, how is he to know? They 
all dress alike, they all act alike, they 
will keep any kind of company. There 
are no caste of society, no lines of 
demarkation. How can he know ex- 
cept he subject himself to a method of 
testing, which would be extremely 
dangerous to himself. If his lady 
friend should be impure he would be 
endangering his soul; if she is pure 
he would be lowering himself in her 
estimation, and leave the impression 
on her mind that he was a man of 
base life. Numbers of young men have 
expressed themselves this way to me. 
Young man, will you let me whisper 
something to you? I was speaking to 
some young: ladies about dressing 
themselves in such a way as to arouse 
suspicious thoughts in the hearts of 
young men who were Christians, and 
causing them to lose confidence in 
their religion, and what do you think 
they answered?

Zechariah says, In that day, saith 
the Lord of hosts, shall ye call every 
man his neighbor wnder the vine and 
under the fig tree. Notice this is a 
definite fig tree referred to as “the 
fig tree.’ doubtless having reference 
to the children of Israel, especially 
the one hundred and forty-four thou- 
sund, twelve thousand of each of the 
twelve tribes of Israel. These are to 
represent the heart of the nation, all 
people during the Millennium will 
shelter under this fig tree (the restor- 
ed Jewish nation). 

Some Leaves of The Tree 

This generation snall not cease. The 
Greek word here is “genea” which 
means race, stock or breed. The Sav- 
ior meant that this Jewish race should 
not cease but that they would be here 
playing a prominent part when the 
Lord came. 

Now concerning the fig tree and 
other trees we will again make men- 
tion. We have noticed that some oth- 
er trees or signs in the first part of 
this article. Notice He said “when the 
branch is yet tender, and _  putteth 
forth leaves.” Concerning this I will 
say that the restored Jewish nation is 
in its tender stage today, but is put- 
ting forth some leaves. Some of the 
leaves as concerning this fig tree may 
be referred to as the preparation of the 
land. That country has been over-run 
by the Turks and Arabs for centuries. 
For the lack of rain it has been a 
waste country, but Isaiah said that it 
should blossom as a rose. Today the 
Jews are returning by the thousands 
each month and with their millions 
of dollars they are making the country 
to become a paradise. Another leaf of 
this tender buddrng fig tree is that 
which Jesus said, When ye shall see 
Jerusalem compassed with armies, 
then know that the desolation thereof 
is nigh. These be the days of venge- 
ance, that all things which are written 
may be fulfilled. 

Yes when Jerusalem is encompassed 
in connection with certain things we 
are to know that it is at the door. He 
did not mean in connection with wars 
and rumors of wars for He told them 
that the time is not yet, but after the 
time that nation against nation and 
kingdom against kingdom came, fol-

I grant you, there 
may be a sew Calebs and Joshuas that 
have gone on ahead of the army of 
believers. I believe we have those 
among us who have sought so earn- 
estly and become so humble that God 
has intrusted some of the gifts of 
the Spirit. I believe it is possible for 
each local Church of God to possess 
all the gifts that are mentioned in 
the 12th chapter of 1st Cor. A church 
with these gifts is one in good work- 
ing order, one in which the Holy 
Ghost can direct in the business of 
the church. In the 13th chapter of Acts 
we find that the church at Antioch 
was one in which the Holy Ghost 
could lead. In this cAurch there were 
some prophets and teachers, and sev- 
eral are mentioned by name. One day 
as they came together for business, 
(no doubt), as they ministered to the 
Lord and FASTED, the Holy Ghost 
said, “Separate me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work whereunto I have called 
them.” “And when they had FASTED 
and PRAYED, and laid their hands 
on them, they sent them away,” (as 
missionaries). “So they, being sent 
forth by the Holy Ghost, departed (to 
their field of labor). When it is done 
in this way by the Chureh and the 
Holy Ghost working together you 
can truly say the Holy Ghost sent the 
man to be our pastor, or our evan- 
gelist, or our State Overseer. I find in 
the fourth chapter of Ephesians 
where God gave apostles, prophets, 
evangelists, pastors and teachers. What 
does he give these different officials 
for? (The perfecting of the saints, the 
work of the ministry, the edifying 
of the body of Christ. Till 
we all come in the unity of the faith 
and of the knowledge of the Son of 
God, unto a perfect man, unto the 
measure of the stature of the fullness 
of Christ. That we henceforth. be no 
more children, tossed to and fro, and 
carried about with every wind of 
doctrine. I wonder if conditions are 
such now as to demand that the 
Lord shall give us men for every 
department of the church. I am sure 
that as long as there are saints that 
are not perfect, and as long as the 
work of the ministry is to continue, 
and as long as the body of Christ 
shall need to be edified, and as long 
as we see the need of more unity of 
the faith, that long do we need Holy 
Ghost sent men or God-given men. 

I fear sometimes that the Church 
of God may drift in the same channel 
with some other denominations that 
I know abdout. 

T used to go to the annual conference 
of a certain church, and it made me 
think of a political convention to 
some extent, where there is a lot of 
candidates that would like to have 
the fat position. Of course, each can- 
didate has his special friends with 
whom he is seen juggling and schem- 
ing. In this conference of preachers, 
such questions as this was frequently 
heard: What does that church or 
circuit pay? Do they have a parson- 
age? If a certain church or circuit 
paid well and had a parsonage and it 
furnished, the call to that place got 
into the bones of more than one. The 
one that “stood in” best with the 
elder or bishop got the best pie. I 
must say that in God’s order, no one 


man has the right or authority to

Lord until there is some praying and 


perhaps fasting about the matter, 
then if the Holy Ghost sends him, 
then there will be no mistake about 
the matter. This was the order in the 
church at Antioch. I believe every 
local church should set apart a day 
for fasting and prayer before they 
call a pastor. I believe that if God 
sends a man to a church or any other 
kind of Christian work, that church 
or that work will prosper, because God 
does not make any mistakes. The Holy 
Ghost will always lead us right. We 
find in the 21st chapter of Acts 
that Paul got into trouble because he 
failed to heed the warning of the 
Holy Ghost twice. The first warning 
was when the Spirit spoke through 
certain disciples at Tyre, that he 
should not go up to Jerusalem at that 
time. The next warning was through 
the prophet, Agabus, that he would 
b2 bound and delivered into the hands 
of the Gentiles. It came to pass and 
Paul was a prisoner for the next four 
years. Of course, he did good and the 
Lord was with him even in prison, 
for we have several prison’ epistles. 
But no doubt, his work would have 
been greater, if he had obeyed this 
warning. 

Am I still on my subject—Divine 
Guidance? I believe I am, so I will go 
a little farther with the Israelites. The 
Lord led them to Kadesh-Barnea 
which was an eleven days journey 
from Horeb. At Kadesh-Barnea they 
were very near their inheritance, but 
here is where they halted again, and 
had the spies sent over to investigate 
the land from every angle. There were 
twelve of these spies and two of them 
brought back a favorable report, and 
the ten an evil report. The evil re 
port was accepted so here they stop- 
ped again. God wanted them to go 
over and promised to fight for them 
and give them the land, but no, they 
have balked like an oid horse. It is a 
fearful thing to balk at anything that 
God offers us, and to stop when He 


wants to lead us on. This Kadesh- 
Barnea experience reminds me _ of 
some people’s experience. I have 
heard some testify that they were 


converted forty years ago. The major- 
ity of this band of Israelites later, no 
doubt, looked back forty years to their 
good experience at Kadesh-Barnea. 
God led them to this place, and they 
were so very near the promised land 
here. But where are they now? They 
failed to go on with the Lord and now 
they have wandered back into the 
wilderness which is a type of sin and 
darkness. They fell one by one until 
all but Caleb, Moses and Joshua had 
perished in the wilderness, and at the 
end of their journey, only Caleb and 
Joshua were allowed to cross over 
into the promised land, because they 
wholly followed the Lord.” Of course, 
there were many thousands of the 
younger generation that were allow- 
ed to go over into Canaan. But of the 
older ones who came out of Egypt, 
only two out of perhaps a_ million 
souls were allowed to come into the 
land that flowed with milk and honey. 
Even poor old Moses had to die on 
this side-of Jordan because he failed 
only one time to give God the glory. 
The tenth chapter of first Corinthians 
enumerates the sins of Israel in the 
wilderness and how they were punish- 
ed and destroyed, and then says that 
these things happened unto them for 
ensamples or types for us, and they 
are written for admonition and warn- 
ing. 

In these last days when perilous 
times are come and are still coming, 
we should pray as did David in the 
31st Psalm when he says, “For thy 
name sake lead me, and guide me.” 
he says, 
“Lead me in thy truth and teach me,” 
and in the 43d chapter, he prays, 
“send thy light and truth; let them 
lead me unto thy holy hill.” 

The experience of Israel at Kadesh- 
Barnea shoyld be a warning to us all. 
If we don’t go forward, we are sure 
to go backward. It was so with Israel, 
and it will be so in the experience of 
every believer who has started to fol- 


low Jesus. I know of some members 








of the Church of God and have been 
members for several years, and have 
not yet gone on and received the Holy 
Ghost, not even trying seemingly. I 
am sure that God will furnish all the 
light that is necessary to keep us 
moving forward until we get to our 
eternal inheritance. He led the chil- 
dren of Israel with a pillar of fire by 
night and a pillar of cloud by day. 
God is still furnishing the light for us 
all to walk in. We hear Jesus saying, 
“I am the light of the world.” In 1st 
John we read, “If we walk in the light 
as he is in the light, we have fellow- 
ship one with another, and the blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from ALL sin.” In the face of this 
Scripture what will be the conse- 
quences if one has seen the light on 
Sanctification, or the Baptism with 
the Holy Ghost, or light on gifts of the 
Spirit, or light on paying tithes, or 
light on the Church of God, or wash- 
ing the saints’ feet, or light on divine 
healing. I say if God turns the light 
on any or all these things and others, 
and we fail to walk on in the light, 
then we become rebellious just as the 
Israelites did at Kadesh-Barnea where 
they refused to go over, and most all 
of them were lost in the wilderness. 
So if we fail to walk in the light of 
God’s Word, God will let us have a 
“wandering in the wilderness” experi- 
ence. There are some, no doubt, who 
have dropped out of the Church of 
God, because they were not willing 
to abide by its teachings, they were 
not willing to walk in the light, and 
now they are wandering around, they 
have no home, they are hunting a 
church or a body of people who will 
make it easy for them. Those that are 
in this experience wandering around 
with no responsibility on them, must 
be walking in darkness, and will be 
lost in the end, unless they come back 
to the light and “wholly follow the 
Lord” like Caleb and Joshua did. May 
God help us all to keep our eyes open 
and keep step with our great Captain 
who never lost a battle. 

I trust that no one will think that 
this article is written to criticize any 
one. It is written to help us all, and 
bécause I love the Chutch of God and 
want to see her go forward and finish 
the work that her builder intended 
that she should.
